llksimfleld  is  to  he  congratulated  on 
having  at  lEst  become  possessed  of  r*ta- 
sonatde  railroad  facilities. 

Towns  of  no  greater— if  indeed  equal 
importance — on  other  Kailroad  lines, 
aucli  as  the  Central  of  N.  J..  have  had 
frequent  and  quick  trains,  hut  Bloomfield, 
Montclair  and  Orange  have  been  at  the 
mfjrey  of  the  D.  L.  Jc  W.  Line,  who  have 
t»eeii  unable  to  make  fast  time  owing  to 
their  route,  and  apparently  unwilling  to 
do  what  they  might  have  done  in  the  way 
of  improving  their  service.

forcing  their  competitors  to  follow. 

They  have  now  made  the  most  decided 
improvement  in  railroad  service  between 
Bloomfield  and  New  York  that  has  evel- 
been  Introduced.

This  cannot  fail  to  force  the  D.  L.  A  W. 
into  giving  impioved  service  in  some 
respects,  though  they  cannot  compete  in 
the  matter  of  time,  and  it  really  seems  a 
duty  that  the  citizens  of  Bloomfield  owe 
the  Greenwood  Lake  Road  to  give  them  a 
liberal  patronage.  A*  th>  y  ure  eneour  ged 
they  will  il>  more  for  Bloomfield,  anti  it  will 
pay  our  citizeus  to‘show  their  appreciation 
of  these  improvements  so  greatly  for  the 
good  of  our  town.  In  both  Orange  and 
Mont,  lair  many  commuters  have  left  the 
D.  L.  A  W.  and  bought  tiekets  over  the 
Greenwood  Lake.  On  the  Orange  Branch 
they  ran  five  special  express  trains  begin¬ 
ning  April  2d,  and  the  Orange  people  have 
given  the  road  such  a  liberal  support  that 
the  railroad  reciprocated  by  giving  them, 
beginniug  this  week,  two  more  express 
trains,  in  all  seven  fast  expresses  between 
Orange  and  New  York,  which  make  the 
time  in  twenty  minutes  less  time  than  the 
actual  time  via  D.  L.  A  W. 

It  is  ridiculous  that  comtnuni cation  be¬ 
tween  Bloomfield  and  New  York  should
